Gettysburg will continue to have 
day and night police protection, with 
Mervin Gluck retained as day officer. 
This was decided by unanimous vote 
at the regular September meeting of 
council, Friday evening, when almost 
every phase of borough activity came 
in for some discussion. 
Burgess C. A. Beiges called coun­ 
cil s attention to the fact that Officer 
Gluck’s 
three-month term had ex­ 
pired, and asked that he be retained. 
The burgess said that Officer Cluck 
had collected in fees and fines during 
the months of June, July and August 
enough to pay his $100-a-month sal­ 
ary and an additional $81. 
Burgess Hedge*, in answer to a 
question, declared 
that 
the 
$381 
brought into the borough treasury by 
Officer Cluck would have been lost 
to the town, if the day policeman had 
not been on the job. 
Council expressed a willingness to 
cooperate with the Gettysburg Panel 
Company in the building of an inter­ 
section at Sixth street, stone for the 
job to be furnished by the borough. 
The request 
for council’s aid in the 
building of the intersection was pre- 
-wnU'd on behalf of the company by 
D. B. King. 
May Condemn Alley 
For several months, the question of 
opening and ordaining an alley east 
of North Stratton street, along prop­ 
erty of the Gettysburg Gas Com­ 
pany. has been before council, 
It 
was up again Friday evening, when 
the gas company’s price of $150 for a 
strip of land ITO feet long a n i 12 
feet wide was unanimously rejected 
as “too high.” 
Council agreed tunon a price of 
$100 for the strip of land, which has, 
in times oast, been used as a public 
alley, but which has since been bar­ 
ricaded by the gas company 
and 
claimed by it. 
The price asked by the gas com­ 
pany for the strip of land was said 
by several members of council to be 
in proportion id excess of the cost of 
land on Springs avenue, a strictly 
residential thoroughfare. 
It was in­ 
timated by counc'lmen that if the 
gas company turns down the borough's 
offer for the land, condemnation pro­ 
ceedings would be instituted to se­ 
cure the land by law. 
* 
Must Repair Pavements 
During the session, which consume I 
almost three hours, council discuss­ 
ed the m atter of weeds growing in 
vacant lots throughout the borough, 
deciding to call the board of health’s 
attention to the unsightly and un­ 
sanitary condition of numerous unim­ 
proved lots within the borough limits. 
Council almost reached the point of 
authorizing 
criminal 
prosecution of 
property owners of the borough, who 
continue to allow water from rain 
spouts to empty into the sanitary 
sewer system. 
Pending such action, 
however, another drive will be made 
to have the rain spouts disconnected 
from the sewer system. 
Owners of numerous pavements in 
town in need of repair are to bu noti­ 
fied of the fact and ordered to have 
them repaired. 
Several other prop­ 
erty owners will be ordered to build 
pavements.

Huckleberries had considerable to 
do with the cause of numerous forest 
fires in Frederick county last spring, 
according to wlujt District Forest 
^Warden C. Cyril Klein, of Frcdfrick, 
has been told. 
The answers given in the various 
sections as to the cause of the fires 
follow: 
Northwest Frederick county—“To 
make a better crop of huckleberries.” 
Catoctin Furnace — “Huckleberry 
pickers were afraid that there w’ould 
bo top large a crop and the price 
would drop, so they burned a part of 
them off.” 
Yellow Springs—“Just plain cussed-1 
ness of a set of good-for-nothing boys 
and men to hear people talk about; 
the fire afterward.” 
Frederick city: 
“To gee the twen­ 
ty cents per hour to help light the 
fire. 
(This always cor es from a per-1 
son who did not help to light).” 
Thurmont—“Set by a bunch of men i 
who w'ould rather hav<^ their wives and 
families pick huckleberries and emir 
the living that cut the tinnier that 
would grow if the fires were kept out 
and earn the living themselves.” 
The above statements are quoted 
from the news letter sent out by the 


State Department of Forestry. 
In 
some sections, the fires were believed 
due to activities of moonshiners. 
A 
statement to this effect was made 
near Great Falls, Montgomery coun­ 
ty, where the fires were said to be 
due to moonshiners using an open fire 
near a spring, and the fire being 
blown by the wind. 
In Washington county statements 
were made to the effect that the 
fires were set to keep the huckle­ 
berry pickers out so that the moon­ 
shiners would not be disturbed. 
It 
also is claimed moonshiners set fires 
to eliminate the thick brush so that 
officers of the law* could not “sneak 
up on them and catch them at work.”
